THE BOOKSELLER’S SHORTCOMINGS. 

The editorial remarks of the Chicago 
Evening Post, reprinted elsewhere in this 
issue of the Weekly., anent the shortcomings 
of what it considers the typical retail book¬ 
store clerk, would merit more extended com¬ 
ment were it not for the fact that they carry 
their own. The marvel is not that every 
bookseller is not a veritable fount of learn¬ 
ing; but that, with the average public taste 
what it is, he is able to make any pretense 
thereto. As the Post's writer succinctly says, 
“he knows the obvious chiefly because the 
obvious alone is demanded.” 

In every town, even in those too small to 
support a bookstore at all, there are some 
book lovers, persons of that degree of cul¬ 
ture and education which is susceptible to 
the appeal of a Maeterlinck, sufficiently able 
to think for themselves to desire their his¬ 
tory, economics, politics and religion at first 
hand, sufficiently appreciative of things beau¬ 
tiful to be annoyed at a blatant cover stamp¬ 
ing or a flimsily stiff binding. 

To serve people of this type needs a book¬ 
seller who is something considerably more 
than a department store clerk, be the latter’s 
will to serve the best in the world. But un¬ 
fortunately, the professional man—and in this 
case the bookseller is truly professional—re¬ 
quires and deserves a salary which the custom 
of the average small bookstore cannot afford. 
Where ninety-nine per cent, of a store’s trade 
are satisfied with a mechanical combination 
of stereotyped - recommender - of - the-latest- 
best-seller-change-maker-and - bundle - wrap¬ 
per, the one per cent, remaining must per¬ 


force—wait on themselves! It is not perhaps 
as it should be; but—so long as stores are 
commercial enterprises—as it must be. 


A number of bookstores have, in the duller 
months of bookselling activity of the season 
now past, been making more or less preten¬ 
tious alteration or enlargement. Others who 
now see the need and ability for such change 
may feel obliged to postpone it till next 
summer. 

The theory that store remodelling may best 
be done in the dull season is not, however, 
necessarily a sound one. Nothing gives a 
stronger impression of prosperity than store 
enlargement or betterment. It’s advertising 
of the very first grade, and the time to “dis¬ 
play” it is when the store’s crowds are largest 
in a busy season. 

This does not mean, of course, turning 
your store upside down with carpenters and 
masons the week before Christmas, for ad- 
vertisirg should always increase sales, and 
alterations then would necessarily somewhat 
decrease your store’s capacity at a time when 
it should be at its maximum. But it does 
mean that carpenters and masons, painters 
and plumbers signify growth and betterment 
and invite publicity. One department store 
has gone so far as to charge a definite per¬ 
centage of such alterations to the advertising 
account. 


“BOOKSELLERS.” 

Are booksellers banded in a society for the 
suppression of literature? Reports reach us 
to this dire effect, says the Chicago Evening 
Post. They need to be examined. 

We are told by ladies of literary mien that 
if you are seeking a choice, a “distinguished” 
book, you are regarded with acid disfavor by 
the clerks in the big bookstores. If you are 
seeking such a book they look upon you with 
owlish eyes and a horrible flaccid expression. 
If you have heard of such a book and ac¬ 
tually know its title, they turn from blank¬ 
ness to positive disapproval. They frown 
over your order, mispronounce the author’s 
name, inform you that there is no such per¬ 
son, or, if there is such a person, he never 
wrote that book, or if he did it is not in 
stock and is probably out of print, that they 
don’t know when they can get a copy or that 
it will take at least a month to get it—all with 
a suggestion that you are a nuisance. 

The book clerk in a big store stands intel¬ 
ligently over a stack of Churchill and Harold 
MacGrath. To the tired business man he 
can sell the latest novel. It came in by the 
carload and the clerks have secret orders to 
offer it for sale to all gentlemen of prosperous 
girth who seem self-conscious in the presence 
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of so many books. The tired business man 
embraces the first best seller as gratefully as 
your drowning man a life belt, or your cabby 
a drink. He beams delightfully at the sound 
of “McCutcheon.” “Is it good ?” he asks, and 
the perfidious salesman responds in hollow 
antiphony: “It’s very good I” 

Driven by the booklover from the slough 
of best sellers into those remote and craggy 
regions where the new masterpiece manages 
to exist, hardy as a mountain goat, the book 
clerk is in an uncomfortable position. It took 
him ten years to admit that “Yeats” was not 
an eccentric version of “Keats,” and he still 
remembers the time when he thought that 
Herbert Spencer wrote “The Faerie Queen.” 
He trembles for himself in these dim corners 
of choice literature, confronted by a customer 
of obvious, noxious culture. He cannot un¬ 
derstand why people are not content to be 
manly and virile He cannot see why these 
pestiferous persons can’t take Owen Mere¬ 
dith’s poems instead of George Meredith’s, 
especially as it comes in so much fancier 
bindings. Only women of a sickly refine¬ 
ment and attenuation would so distinguish 
between James Thomson of Scotland and 
James of London, Samuel Butler oi “Hudi- 
bras” and Samuel of “Erewhon.” What Jias 
a self-respecting clerk in a great emporium 
of printed merchandise, in the manly and 
virile Middle West, to do with these picayune 
problems? Churchill and MacGrath and Mc¬ 
Cutcheon—these are good enongh for the 
Great American People, why not for the 
fuzzy little lady who pursues the soul on edu¬ 
cator crackers and educator shoes? 

Against the theory that the big bookstores 
are combined to suppress literature there is 
the argument advanced by Sir Oliver Lodge. 
On the international principle, “when in 
doubt, abuse the tradesman,” Sir Oliver 
told the British booksellers the other day that 
they had a lesson to learn from their Ameri- 
con confreres. Speaking of England, he said 
the second-hand bookseller’s was almost the 
only place where the booklover could feel at 
home and not think he was being looked upon 
as an intruder. “It was only on the other 
side of the Atlantic, in such places as Boston, 
that the same attractive character attached 
itself to the places where the new books w r ere 
on view.” 

Much as we sympathize with the most mur¬ 
derous onslaught on book salesmen, it is true 
that the American bookstore is free as the 
commons, and that not even the most philis¬ 
tine clerk will refuse to make a sale. The 
complaint against our big booksellers is, there¬ 
fore, narrowed to their method of display and 
their failure in the capacity of friend, philos¬ 
opher and guide. 

Last year Professor Munsterberg was argu¬ 
ing that “we must have in every town large, 
beautiful, well-supplied bookstores, conducted 
with some literary instinct.” Apparently, 
then, it is the literary instinct that is wanting 
—the instinct to give prominence to alluring 
books, the instinct to appreciate customers 
as persons and not as purses. To our mind 
the complaint is well founded. There is a 
great need in this country for true book¬ 


sellers, booksellers who know how to farm 
their customers intensively, who pay the same 
attention to idiosyncrasy that the man-milli¬ 
ner does, or the maker of shoes, or the fond 
and flattering tailor. But when we admit we 
pine for a bookseller who knows our taste 
and plies it with the finest fruits of the 
home and foreign market we must also admit 
that the outlook for such a bookseller in a 
city like Chicago is not too encouraging. The

WHY THE ENGLISH LIKE AMERICAN 
NOVELS. 

Just for fun, as you might say, says James 
Milne, writing from London, in a recent num¬ 
ber of the Saturday Times Book Review, I 
have been trying to discuss why the American 
novel has so greatly increased its hold in 
England during recent years. That it has so 
prospered there can be no manner of doubt, 
and things, even in the book world, do not 
happen without causes. The trouble, some¬ 
times, is to find these, and when found they 
may not be the big, impressive causes we had 
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expected. ... It is really the vital little things 
that count, and in my quest regarding the 
American novel here, I have alighted upon 
two which, frankly, I should never have taken 
into calculation. . . . 

There is a family reason why the American 
novel, if it be worth reading, does pretty well 
in London. Even in those “advanced” days 
the British mother keeps a keen eye upon the 
fiction which her daughters read. . . . She 
knows that we have been running riot in “ad¬ 
vanced” novels, “problem” novels, call them 
what you like. She does not know a great 
deal about America, very likely, but she has 
heard that thus far your novelists are not so 
“advanced” as ours, not so given over to 
“problems,” and nothing else. She has heard 
that you still value the sentimental love story, 
and like a happy ending. 

Roughly, the British matron is right. . . . 
Therefore, when she goes to the circulating 
library or to her bookshop she asks, “What 
new American novels are there?” She is in¬ 
structed on the point, and she picks out two 
or three, guided perhaps by the coior of the 
covers, or the appearance of the headings in 
the colored frontispieces. Is the color blue— 
a nice baby blue, like the ribbons with which 
a young mother ties the lace frock of her first 
child? That indicates a happy, sweet story, 
and promptly the choice is made. Does the 
heroine of another story look bold, or daring, 
a trifle “catty?” Then she will not do, but 
if she be just healthily romantic, say of the 
Diana Vernon type, then all is well. The suc¬ 
cess or otherwise of the three-colored print¬ 
ing of the frontispiece will have a good deal 
to. do with the appearance of the heroine, 
with whether she looks a minx or My Lady 
Innocent. But of that the British matron 
has no knowledge, and it is surprising how 
you can get through this world without 
knowledge and still generally land on the 
safe side. 

What I have said applies to the British 
middle class reader, who is the great support 
of the novel. The fashionable woman and 
the intellectual woman go their own ways in 
reading, and nothing does them any harm. 
Nor do they come into the second cause. . . . 
It also is an affair of the middle classes, who 
indeed are the chief partners in all that John 
Bull does, and does not do. . . . The English 
middle class women do much better than they 
once did, and the young girls who are now 
growing up show a charming taste in clothes. 
But there is still a leeway to be overtaken, ( 
when you compare the nattiness of an Amer¬ 
ican woman with the half-dowdiness of an 
English woman in the same position in life. 
How does she do it? The English woman 
asks about the American woman, and in order 
to learn she has taken to reading American 
novels. 

Surprising news, is it not, but true in a 
measure, though that measure need not be 
exaggerated? “Everybody.” says the English 
young woman, “tells you that the American 
can put her frocks on. There can’t possibly 
be a novel without frocks, because it might 
as well be without a heroine. I’ll get an 


American novel and see what light it will, 
afford me on the subject.” . . . 

A young English woman novelist tells me 
that mostly your men story-writers do badly 
when they write of women’s frocks. The 
English novelist, she adds, does far better 
with worse material, but, of course, the palm 
easily goes to the Frenchman. On the other 
hand, the illustrators of American novels are 
quite good at drawing well-dressed girls for 
heroines. They get into their pictures—not 
always, but usually—the air and even the 
detail of the smartly put on American 
woman. ... _

“reduced to nullity” and accuses me of con¬ 
tradicting myself; but he quotes no contra¬ 
dictions, and I am therefore unable to justify 
myself or even to make sure that he has 
spotted those of which I as author am only 
too conscious. To start a controversy, Mr. 
Paget should realize that some equipment is 
necessary other than vague and unsubstantial 
accusations.

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Charles Edward Russell, the well-knowm 
writer, whose last book, “Why I am a Social¬ 
ist,” was published by Doran, is the candidate 
for governor of New York State on the So¬ 
cialist ticket. 

D’Annunzio, the Italian poet and play¬ 
wright, who is coming to iVmerica to assist 
in the production of his new play by Charles 
Frohman, will while here deliver a series of 
lectures, the tour having been arranged by 
Signor Del Gozzo, an Italian impresario. 
The poet will first visit South America, and' 
will then come to New York. 

Cornell University receives $689,000 un¬ 
conditionally by the will of the late Professor 
Goldwin Smith, in which the value of the 
estate is indicated as $832,859. Relatives and’ 
old servants received $60,550 and Toronto 
University Professor Smith’s library, valued 
at $9300. Pictures and statuary, valued at 
$5000, go to the Art Museum of Toronto. 

Professor George Lyman Kittredge, of 
Harvard University, noted American schol¬ 
ar, has recently received the significant honor 
of being elected Corresponding Fellow of 
the British Academy. The latter is the most 
distinguished body of learned men in the 
United Kingdom. There are only twenty- 
seven foreign Corresponding Fellows, all' 
told, of whom not more than five are in the 
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United States; therefore the honor that has 
come to Professor Kittredge is one of the 
highest that can be paid to a scholar or 
scientific man. 

According to a despatch last week in the 
daily press Mary Roberts Rinehart, one of 
the authors of the play “Seven Days” and the 
writer of many short stories, is. in serious 
danger of going blind. It is said that her 
eyesight has become so bad that her husband, 
Dr. S. S. Rinehart, has given up his practice 
and taken her away from Pittsburg, and that 
she will be taken to Europe. Mrs. Rinehart 
before her marriage was a nurse at the 
Homeopathic Hospital in Pittsburg, where 
Dr. Rinehart was a physician. At that time, 
it is said, she received some injury to her 
eye, and the hard work of authorship is 
thought to have brought back the old trouble. 

Caspar Whitney, for nine years editor of 
Outing, has filed a petition in bankruptcy, 
with liabilities of $36,157, of which $2797 is 
secured, and assets of $75 cash. He has six 
creditors—Robert Bacon, whose address is 
given as “United States Consulate, France,” 
$29,500; Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
$2197 loan on a policy; Binghamton Trust 
Company, Binghamton, N. Y., $4380, and 
three others. Mr. Whitney has been known 
as an author and editor for twenty-five years. 
He published Weekly Sports, which he gave 
up in 1889; was afterward editor of the ama¬ 
teur sports department of Harper's Weekly 
and became editor of Outing in 1901, and was 
vice-president of the Outing Publishing Com¬ 
pany of Deposit, N. Y., which went into the 
hands of receivers in April, 1909. 

The completion of the publication of the 
works of Fiona Macleod by the Duffield Com¬ 
pany calls attention anew to the unusual rela¬ 
tionship between William Sharp and this 
pseudonym, “Fiona Macleod,” under which 
he wrote. So exaggerated was his pretense 
of the reality of “Fiona” that the case was 
almost one of dual personality. The latter 
was given a birthday and received regularly 
a birthday gift, William Sharp receiving one 
on his birthday from “Fiona” in return. The 
fiction was maintained also through an ex¬ 
tensive correspondence between the two. 
Some of the most interesting phases of this 
pseudo-authorship—for it was really more 
than a pseudonymous authorship—are touched 
upon in the memoirs of her husband, which 
Mrs. Sharp is preparing. 


PERIODICAL NOTE. 

Two of the strongest Presbyterian papers, 
The Interior , of Chicago, find The West¬ 
minster, of Philadelphia, will be consolidated 
under the name of The Continent, which 
represents the most ambitious effort that has 
ever been attempted in religious journalism. 
It promises to serve the interests of the whole 
Presbyterian Church, standing as a national 
religious weekly. The Continent will be pub¬ 
lished in Chicago under the direction and 
management of the editors of The Interior, 
but it will maintain editorial and business of¬ 


fices in New York and an editorial office in 
Philadelphia and news representatives in 
every important centre. It is understood that 
certain prominent members of the Presby¬ 
terian Church who have believed that there 
is an opportunity for a paper of larger scope 
than any at present in the field have promised 
to support the new enterprise with funds suf¬ 
ficient to secure the services of the foremost 
writers and religious leaders in the country. 
Among those who have promised editorial 
co-operation are William Jennings Bryan, Dr. 
Henry van Dyke, Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, 
“Ralph Connor,” Wilfred Grenfell, . Dr. 
Charles Frederick Thwing, and President 
John H. Finley, of the College of the City 
of New York. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Funic & Wagnalls Company have just 
published “Parent and Child,” by Sir Oliver 
Lodge. This is a sane and practical treatise 
on the moral and religious education of chil¬ 
dren. 

A little book of cheerful aphorisms comes 
from the Reilly & Britton Company. This is 
called “Brass Tacks; Capsule Optimism,” by 
Colonel William C. Hunter, author of “Dol¬ 
lars and Sense.” 

Mendenhall & Co., publishers of road 
maps at Cincinnati, Ohio, report the best four 
months in their history from a business point. 
They have recently issued a new map of 
Eastern Pennsylvania, with new ones of the 
western and central points of the State in 
preparation, which are of great value to 
autoists. 

Often the leading character of a story is 
far from heroic and therefore scarcely to be 
called a hero. What should that person be 
called? It does seem as if there were a 
good case for a new word describing the 
leading gentleman, if he be a gentleman, of a 
given story.— Evening Post. What is wrong 
with our present word—“protagonist?” 

Rupert Hughes's new novel. “The Gift 
Wife,” will be published by Moffat, Yard & 
Company as soon as printer and binder can 
deliver it. The story alluringly lifts the veil 
of a Turkish harem, but covers a good deal 
of Europe in its rapid action. It is a fine 
stirring romance with a young American 
surgeon for hero. 

Sturgis & Walton Co. this week add 
the second volume to The Yeung Farmer's 
Practical Library, edited by Ernest Ingersoll. 
This book is “Neighborhood Entertainments,” 
by Renee B. Stern, and has much to impart 
concerning ways and means for social inter¬ 
course and entertaining in rural districts, all 
the suggestions, games, etc., being quite pos¬ 
sible of achievement. 

Cassell & Company will begin to publish 
shortly the “Pocket Reference Library,” 
which will comprise a number of compact, 
pocket-size dictionaries and encyclopaedias, 
printed on India paper. The first five volumes 
to be published are: The Pocket Doctor, Eng- 
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lish Dictionary, Proverbs and Maxims, A 
Dictionary of Mythology, Poetical Quota¬ 
tions. 

In The Publishers' Weekly early in the 
summer was quoted this clever quatrain: 

Joseph Vance kissed Alice-for-Short 
As the two in the library stood: 

“It Never Can Happen Again/' she said; 

He said, “It was Somehow Good.” 

A bookseller, writing us, asks, “Is this how 
An Affair of Dishonor started?” 

Thomas Whittaker, Inc., will shortly 
publish a new volume of sermons by the late 
Canon Farrar, edited by his son, the Rev. 
Eric Farrar, the title being “Bells and 
Pomegranates.” They are written in the 
vivid, picturesque and attractive style for 
which the gifted author was widely noted. 
Just why the title chosen is that one of 
Browning’s earlier volumes is not stated. 

Readers in general and travel lovers in 
particular should enjoy Professor Will S. 
Monroe’s “Bohemia and the Czechs,” just 
issued by L. C. Page & Company. The geog¬ 
raphy, history, people, institutions and cities 
of this small kingdom, together with accounts 
of Moravia and Silesia are interestingly 
treated, while the many illustrations add 
greatly to the volume’s charm. 

Ginn & Company announce a new edition 
of Wentworth’s well-known “Plane Geom¬ 
etry,” the third since its appearance twenty- 
two years ago. It will probably tend to in¬ 
crease its already very wide popularity. They 
also announce what is perhaps the most ele- 
mentar geography ever published, Frye’s 
“First Book in Geography,” which will be of 
interest in pupils as early as the third and 
fourth grades. 

Eleanor Hallowell Abbott, who has twice 
won the Collier thousand-dollar prize, with 
“The Sick-a-bed Lady” and “The Very Tired 
Girl,” has written a book of a nice man whose 
fiancee went South and left him in bed with 
rheumatism and with a circular headed “The 
Serial-Letter Co.—real letters from imaginary 
persons,” etc. The story is to be called 
“Molly Make-Believe,” and the Century Co. 
will issue it in September. 

George W. Jacobs & Company send us 
“A Japanese Artist in London,” by Yoshio 
Markino, the actual experiences of the author 
in his struggle for recognition, all told in 
quaint Japanese-English, and beautifully il¬ 
lustrated from his own drawings: Thomas 
Martindale’s “With Gun and Guide,” a rec¬ 
ord of hunting in Maine, New Brunswick and 
British Columbia; and Clarence Hawkes’s 
“A Wilderness Dog, the Biographv of a Gray 
Wolf.” 

An invention that promises to add to the 
rapidity with which photographs may be du¬ 
plicated has been brought to fight by C. F. 
Potter, Jr., prominently identified. with a 
Minneapolis printing and lithographing firm. 
The invention is by G. M. Dye, of. Lamar, 
Colo., and is a photo autopress. It is a ma¬ 
chine that prints photographs from an orig¬ 
inal negative at the rate of twenty a minute, 


or 1200 an hour. The machine is electrically 
operated. 

Bishop Brent is in America and returns to 
the Philippines in December. While here he 
is finishing the manuscript of “The Sixth 
Sense,” a new volume in the Art of Life 
Series, edited by Edward Howard Griggs and 
published by B. W. Huebsch. Other recent 
notable titles in the series are “Latter Day 
Sinners and Saints,” by Professor Edward A. 
Ross; “Product and Climax,” by Professor 
Simon N. Patten; and “Human Equipment,” 
by Professor Griggs. 

There is said to be a serious hitch in the 
arrangements of book dealers throughout Vir¬ 
ginia in the matter of getting books with 
which to supply the pupils of the high schools 
of the State for the term beginning in Sep¬ 
tember. The trouble is due to the ruling of 
the Attorney-General of Virginia that foreign 
book concerns must “domesticate” by paying 
a franchise and license tax before they can 
furnish thk books that the State Board. of 
Education this summer designated for high 
school use. 

A book which contains a collection of the 
noteworthy addresses and papers relating^ to 
railways issued for the most part during 
the year 1909, is “The Railway Library, 1909/’ 
compiled, edited and published by Slason 
Thompson, manager of the Bureau of Rail¬ 
way News and Statistics, Chicago. James J. 
Hill, Sir George S. Gibb and Julius Krutt- 
schnitt are but a few of the authorities 
quoted, while the editor himself contributes a 
valuable section of statistics of American 
railways for 1909. 

The September list of new books from the 
Cochrane Publishing Co. includes: “Social 
Justice” (the book all political parties are 
looking for), by Percy Vivian Jones; “The 
Man from Mars,” by Henry Wallace Dowd- 
ir.g; “Logic and Imagination in the Percep¬ 
tion of Truth,” by J. Rush Stoner; “Punc¬ 
tuation and Capitalization,” by Charles H. 
Cochrane; “The Girl from Dixie,” by Mary 
Rodney; “Turkish Diplomatic Life,” anony¬ 
mous ; “The Quest of the Ages,” by Olin S. 
Dean; and “It,” by Elizabeth N. Watrous. 

Two works of fiction come this week from 
Richard G. Badger. The first, “Ruel Durkee, 
Master of Men,” by George Waldo Browne, 
is a story of a New Hampshire farmer-poli¬ 
tician during the closing years of the Civil 
War. The other book is a collection of 
Alaska mining tales by May Kellogg Sulli¬ 
van, called “The Trail of a Sourdough.” 
The word “sourdough” means a miner who 
has spent one winter in Alaska; the term 
arises from the custom of putting aside a piece 
of dough to turn sour and be used for leaven 
at the next baking. 

Herbert N. Casson, author of “The Ro¬ 
mance of the Reaper,” “The Romance of 
Steel,” etc., has written “The History of the 
Telephone,” a fully illustrated account of 
Alexander G. Bell, his wonderful invention 
and the men connected with its development, 
until now there are more than xo.ooo.ooo in 
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use. A. C. McClurg & Company are the pub¬ 
lishers of the book. They also have ready a 
book of children's verses, “The Little Old 
Outlaws/' by Annie Archbold Miller, which 
are intended to teach simple Christian Science 
lessons. 

In order to effect a net profit on a sale, 
says the American Stationer , it is necessary 
to add an advance percentage on cost, and the 
following table it advocates as useful: 

To make a profit of 15 per cent, on the sale, 

add 17/2 per cent, to cost. 

To make a profit of 25 per cent, on the sale, 

add 33kS per cent, to cost. 

To make a profit of 33;^ per cent, on the sale, 

add 50 per cent, to the cost, etc. 

Which method of computing may be all very 
well, but the question arises what “per cent, 
shall be added to the cost'' when it is desired 
to make a profit of 100 per cent.—or more ? 

Dodge Publishing Company announce for 
publication on September 26 “A Land of Ro¬ 
mance,'' by Jean Lang, the story of the bor¬ 
der-land between England and Scotland, in 
history and tradition. The history of this 
debatable land, beginning with the campaigns 
of the Romans, and the building of the Great 
Wall by Hadrian, makes its tumultuous way 
down the centuries, through the struggles of 
the Piets and Celts, the coming of Arthur, 
the founding of the border monasteries, the 
ever-recurring wars with England for na¬ 
tional independence, the Raiders and the Cov¬ 
enanters, down to the last episodes of chivalry 
and romance in the ill-fated enterprise of the 
Young Chevalier. 

Little, Brown & Company have just ready 
an important biography by Lilian Whiting. 
This is “Louise Chandler Moulton, Poet and 
Friend;'' also a revised and corrected edition 
of Anna Bowman Dodd’s “In and Out of 
Three Normandy Inns." For young readers 
are “The Children's Book of Verse,” by Mary 
Wilder Tileston; and new editions of the 
same author’s “Sugar and Spice and All 
That’s Nice" and “Children’s Books of Bal¬ 
lads." On September 24 this house will issue 
a new mystery tale by E. Phillips Oppenheim, 
“The Lost Ambassador," the illustrations for 
which have been made in color by Howard 
Chandler Christy. 

An amazing romance of a South American 
dictator who is a very devil incarnate, with 
all the cleverness of Machiavelli, is published 
this week by John Lane Company under the 
title “The "Shadow of a Titan,” by A. P. 
Wedgwood. The shadow stretches from the 
blazing sunshine of the tropics to the mud 
and mist of a Derbyshire autumn. The 
charming English girl, Celia, is persuaded to 
return with him to South America, but is for¬ 
tunately rescued from his clutches. The book 
has been one of the great successes of the last 
publishing season in London. The story 
should have a still greater success in this 
country, where interest in South America is 
greater than in England. 

Three novels come to us from Henry Holt 
& Company. “The Mirage of the Many," by 
W. T. Walsh, is a prophetic story of the re¬ 


sults of a socialistic regime on the different 
classes of society; the scene is Chicago, the 
year 1952. “Mad Shepherds and Other Hu¬ 
man Studies," by L. P. Jacks, editor.of The 
Hibbert Journal, is described as studies of a 
group of characters, especially a spiritually in¬ 
clined shepherd, in which there is humor .and 
a very unusual literary quality. 'Quite in a 
different class is Eugene Manlove Rhodes' 
“Good Men and True," wherein will be found 
the hilarious and exciting adventures of a 
breezy young man in El Paso, Texas, who 
tries to learn typewriting. 

According to Harper’s Weekly the British 
and Foreign Bible Society recently published 
an important edition of the Scriptures in the 
principal language of Uganda. The volume 
is in shape very long, but it is only three 
inches wide and about three inches thick. A 
peculiar reason occasioned the adoption of 
this form. In Central Africa the white ants 
and other insects rapidly destroy a book un¬ 
less it is well protected. The representatives 
of the society, therefore, recommended that 
the edition mentioned be issued in a form 
that would fit into the tin biscuit boxes of .a 
certain firm which are very generally used in 
Uganda. This was done, and the ant-proof 
biscuit box is just large enough to hold this 
and prayerbook. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have ready a 
number of new books, including fiction, travel, 
gift-books, etc. To mention only a few . of 
them, there are Norman Duncan's “Billy 
Topsail and Company;" Wilfred T. Gren¬ 
fell's “Down to the Sea;" Melville Chater's 
“The Eternal Rose;" “Everyday Poems," by 
Amos R. Wells; “Sketches from the Karen 
Hills," by Alonzo Bunker; “Quiet Talks 
About the Tempter," by S. D. Gordon; “The 
Gospel of the Hereafter." by J. Paterson- 
Smyth; John Timothy Stone’s “Recruiting 
for Christ” and many others. The Idyll 
Envelope Series and The Friendship Book¬ 
lets have additions which should prove as 
acceptable as the earlier publications in these 
little gift series. 

It is understood that the Secretary of the 
Treasury is planning to put into effect a long 
advocated reform in the size of our paper 
money. Instead of the present bills, the Phil¬ 
ippine paper money size, two and a half by 
six inches, will probably be adopted. A re¬ 
duction to the standard international catalog 
card size, seven and a half by twelve and a 
half centimeters, would probably be better 
yet; but any decrease of the present unneces¬ 
sary bulk is a step in the right direction. It 
is estimated that, besides being handier for 
the general public, the smaller bills will save 
the government directly in paper and print¬ 
ing nearly a million dollars a year, and in 
vault space and economy of handling, millions 
more to the banks of the country. 

The Duttons publish this month a whim¬ 
sical novel by Eden Phillpotts called “Flint 
Heart." The first part of this story takes 
its scenes and characters from the Stone 
Age. A man belonging to that prehistoric pe¬ 
riod is described as procuring from a magician 
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a flint heart, which endows its wearer not only 
with invulnerability, but with the strength 
and cunning necessary to kill his enemies. 
After serving this barbaric hero in this dead¬ 
ly manner, this flint heart is lost, and does not 
come to light again until in modern times, 
when it is picked up by a Dartmoor farmer, 
who wears it, and who, in consequence, un¬ 
dergoes some of the changes in character 
magically produced by this fatal talisman of 
a bygone age. 

The Putnams will soon publish “The Eu¬ 
ropean and African Addresses of Theodore 
Roosevelt” delivered during the year 1910. 
These addresses, based on a number of dif¬ 
ferent subjects, political as well as academic, 
and delivered before audiences differing wide¬ 
ly in their outlook on life, exemplify Mr. 
Roosevelt’s many-sidedness and give, perhaps 
more completely than could any volume of 
similar compass, a conception of his range of 
attainment. The volume contains an introduc¬ 
tion by Lawrence Fraser Abbott, who accom¬ 
panied Mr. Roosevelt on his lecture tour. 
Mr. Abbott has given an arrestingly vivid 
account of the impression made by Mr. Roose¬ 
velt on the audiences that he addressed and 
has presented the inside history of the prep¬ 
aration and delivery of the speeches. 

The C. M. Clark Publishing Co. an¬ 
nounces a new novel, “Hot Coals,” by Edgar 
L. Vincent, which tells of Mark Bardwell, 
the guardian of a very lovable girl named 
Florence, and the owner of the Bardwell 
Mills, whose manager is Luke Woodburn, the 
evil genius of the story. About Florence’s 
parentage some mist seems to cling, and 
Bardwell’s previous life seems hidden in a 
maze. Woodburn knows the secrets of that 
life, and Mark is haunted by the fear of dis¬ 
covery. Douglass MacLeod rises from a sub¬ 
ordinate position to one of trust, breaks loose 
from the Bardwell Mills and establishes a 
similar factory of his own. How he fights 
the trusts and Woodburn and finally wins 
the love of Florence makes a very lively 
story. 

The playing card business of the country 
has reached enormous proportions. The larg¬ 
est factory in the country is turning out 
20,000,000 packs a year, and the next nearly 
7,000,000 packs a year, or 157 gross a day. 
The sales of cards have increased 500 per 
cent, in the last quarter century, most of the 
increase Since bridge came in ten years ago. 
Part of the increase is due to the increase of 
card playing, part to a stricter observance of 
that phase of card etiquette and fad of ex¬ 
travagance which demands new cards at every 
sitting. Women at their bridge clubs or at 
their formal private bridge parties are greater 
sticklers on this point than formerly. Despite 
the fact that this rule had its origin in the 
gambler’s fear of marked cards, it is said the 
card gambling is, if anything, on a decrease. 
Playing for prizes is, however, quite the rule. 

A volume which will prove of interest to 
the general reader and to the student of the 
past is “Greek Athletic Sports and Festivals,” 
by Professor E. Norman Gardner, which has 


just been published in Macmillan’s Hand¬ 
books of Archccology and Antiquities Series, 
edited by Professor Percy Gardner, of the 
University of Oxford, and Professor Francis 
W. Kelsey, of the University of Michigan. 
Professor Gardner’s subject, while archaeo¬ 
logical of course, deals also with the place 
of physical training and of games in educa¬ 
tion, the place of athletics in our daily and 
national life. In considering these questions 
we cannot fail to learn something from the 
athletic history of a nation which for a time 
at least succeeded in reconciling the rival 
claims of body and of mind. The volume is 
illustrated with nearly 200 cuts and half-tones. 

Next month the Appletons will publish a 
novel by Arthur Goodrich, author of “Gleam 
o’ Dawn,” etc., called “The Yardstick Man.” 
The scene of this story is laid in New York, 
and has for its theme the life of a business 
man and his wife. It is described as the 
“struggle between the settled East and the 
imaginative West, between the old America 
and the new,” a story which has a real and 
vital reason for existing. The same house 
expects to bring out in October a novel by 
Frank Danby, author of “Pigs in Clover,” 
etc., entitled “Let the Roof Fall In.” Most 
of the characters in this novel are Irish, al¬ 
though a good portion of the story has Siam 
for its setting. The hero is the head of an 
old Irish family who marries beneath himself 
socially in order to preserve the good name 
of his deceased predecessor. 

Dodge Publishing Company issued last 
week a new volume of poems by Edmund 
Vance Cooke, called “I Rule the House,” 
which is excellently well named, being verses 
for and about children of all ages, including 
the years when the young despot’s sway 
is most unquestionable. Mr. Cooke’s origi¬ 
nal title for this volume was “From the 
High Chair,” for which the present name 
was substituted before publication, as indi¬ 
cating the usual conditions of family life and 
the common lot somewhat more graphically. 
No one understands and depicts child na¬ 
ture more keenly and comprehensively than 
Mr. Cooke. ' All readers who know his 
“Chronicles of the Little Tot” will recognize 
in the present volume a worthy successor, 
whether the author speaks the actual dialect 
of childhood, or presents their ingenious 
ideas in his own humorous words. 

This week Dodd, Mead & Company pub¬ 
lish the following books: Max Pemberton’s 
“Under the Thatch,” a Welsh story; “The 
Mystery of the Green Heart,” the story of a 
baffling diplomatic intrigue; a new volume of 
essays by Gilbert K. Chesterton, called 
“What’s Wrong with the World.” “The 
Passing of the Shereefian Empire,” a history 
of recent events in Morocco by E. Ashmead 
Bartlett; Gideon Riegler’s “The Amateur As¬ 
tronomer;” “The Diary of Philip Hone,” ed¬ 
ited by Bayard Tuckerman ; “The Christ Child 
in Legend and Art,” by Ida P. Whitcomb and 
Sara E. Grosvenor. To their juvenile list 
they add Gilbert Patten’s “Bill Bruce of Har¬ 
vard,” a baseball tale; “Patty’s Success” and 
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■“Marjorie in Command,” both by Carolyn 
Wells; and two books by Burt Barnes, “The 
Scissors Book” and “The Scissors Mother 
Goose.” 

Doubleday, Page & Company will publish 
on September 27 “The Second Chance,” by 
Mrs. Nellie L. McClung, in which Pearlie, 
who figured in the author’s “Sowing Seeds in 
Danny,” will again appear. In “The Hollow 
Needle” Maurice Leblanc tells of another ad¬ 
venture of his engaging rogue Arsene Lupin, 
in which a mysterious cavern on the coast 
of France is a prominent feature. Two books 
by Chester A. Reed are “Bird Guide: Water 
and Game Birds, Birds of Prey” and “Flower 
Guide: Wild Flowers East and West.” A 
record of truly thrilling interest is George D. 
Abraham’s “Mountain Adventures,” contain¬ 
ing many illustrations. Surely no one should 
lose his health now that so many books are 
available, each telling of simple and sane 
ways of keeping it. In this category are 
■“The Healthful Art of Dancing,” by Dr. 
Luther H. Gulick, and Herbert W. Fisher’s 
■“Making Life Worth While,” both to come 
from this firm. A. A. and E. B. Knipe have 
prepared a book of fascinating pictures which 
change miraculously under a red transpar¬ 
ency, verses accompanying each picture. The 
title is “The Red Magic Book.” 

J. B. Lippincott Co.’s fall publication sea¬ 
son opened in earnest September 15, when 
they issued the following important books: 
■“The Island of Stone Money,” in which 
William H. Furness, 3d, tells all about 
the manners, customs and habits of the na¬ 
tives of the Caroline Islands; “The Lady of 
the Spur,” a new novel by David Potter, 
which promises exceptionally well, as two 
editions were required before publication; 
“The End of the Rainbow,” by Stella M. 
During, author of “Love’s Privilege” and 
■“Disinherited;” “The Path of Honor,” a new 
romance in the Bastile Series , by Burton E. 
Stevenson; and “A Dixie Rose,” a charming 
southern story for girls, by Augusta Kor- 
trecht. John Kendrick Bangs’s new juvenile, 
“Mollie and the Unwiseman Abroad,” is also 
ready, and, with its ten full-page illustrations 
in color by Grace G. Wiederseim, it makes 
one of the most attractive books of the year. 
This week the Lippincotts issue a com¬ 
panion volume to “Sailing Ships and Their 
Story,” which they published last fall, “Steam 
Ships and Their Story,” compiled by R. A. 
Fletcher. It contains a colored frontispiece 
and one hundred and fifty illustrations in 
half-tone and line. The same publishers also 
issued “A History of Japanese Color-Prints,” 
hy W. Von Seidletz, a book whch should be 
especially welcomed in the United States, as 
there are more extensive collections of Jap¬ 
anese color-prints here than in any other 
country. The volume is a splendid example 
of bookmaking, and contains sixteen full- 
page color plates and seventy-nine illustra¬ 
tions in half-tone. Important new travel 
books from the same house are Captain C. H. 
Stigand’s “To Abyssinia Through an Un¬ 
known Land,” which is an account of a jour¬ 
ney through unexplored regions in British 


East Africa by Lake Rudolf to the kingdom 
of Menelek; Douglas Sladen’s “Queer Things 
About Egypt,” a book written on the same 
lines as this author’s former works, “Queer 
Things About Japan” and “Queer Things 
About Persia;” a new popular edition of 
Harry De Windt’s “Through Savage Europe,” 
which contains all the information that ap¬ 
peared in the original high-priced edition. 

Houghton Mifflin Company publish to¬ 
day a new book by Clara Louise Burnham, 
which the publishers say in everything that 
counts in life is the author’s best story. The 
title of the story is “Clever Betsy.” Rose 
O’Neill has made the illustrations. Betsy is 
a quaintly lovable servant who acted as ar¬ 
biter of destinies for the family she had 
served long and faithfully. Also, “In the 
Catskills,” a volume of essays by John Bur¬ 
roughs, with illustrations from photographs 
by Clifton Johnson; “Dixie Kitten,” a story 
of a barn cat that became a household pet, 
written for children and all lovers of cats, by 
Miss Eva March Tappan; a new holiday edi¬ 
tion of that juvenile favorite, Scudder’s “The 
Children’s Book,” with an illustrated cover in 
colors by Maxfield Parrish, colored frontis¬ 
piece by Arthur I. Keller, and a large number 
of other illustrations; and a dainty holiday 
edition of Browning’s “Pippa Passes and 
Men and Women,” with ten exquisite full- 
page illustrations in color by E. F. Brickdale. 
The new books which Houghton Mifflin 
Co. will publish on Saturday, September 24, 
are as follows: , Miss Alice Brown’s latest 
novel. “John Winterbourne’s Family,” which 
promises to be one of the leading novels of 
the season; “The Homecomers,” a story for 
girls, by Miss Winifred Kirkland, author of 
“Introducing Corinna,” etc.: “Light Horse 
Harry’s Legion,” a new Revolutionary story 
for boys by Everett T. Tomlinson; “Finella 
in Fairyland,” a story for little folks by Dem- 
etra Kenneth Brown; “Methods of Attracting 
Birds,” by Gilbert H. Trafton; “The Psychol¬ 
ogy of Religious Experience,” by Professor 
Edward Scribner Ames; “The Early Religion 
of Israel,” by Dr. Lewis B. Paton; and. in the 
Riverside Literature Series, Howells’s “The 
Rise of Silas LaphamHarris’s “Little Mr. 
Thimblefinger Storiesand Thomas’s “How 
to Teach English Classics.” 

Because of its popular importance Mr. 
Roosevelt’s “African Game Trails” tends to 
overshadow the other Scribner publications 
this month, an eclipse which they by no means 
merit. Besides George Meredith’s unfinished

fantastic, amusing, tragic, romantic stories; 
“Lady Good-for-Nothing,” by Sir A. T. 
Quiller-Couch, a delightful romance of the 
early eighteenth century; “The Murder at the 
Villa Rose,” by A. E. W. Mason, a mystery 
story which opens at the tables at Aix-les- 
Bains, where a 3 r oung Englishman is succeed- 
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ing in breaking the bank, and moves along 
to a conclusion as startling as the crime com¬ 
mitted the same evening; and a new Dooley 
book by the author of “Mr. Dooley in Peace 
and War/' etc. Among their important non¬

Stimson, Professor of Comparative Legisla¬ 
tion at the Harvard Law School, an able and 
brilliant study; “Argentina,” by W. H. Hirst, 
the new volume of the South American Se¬ 
ries, giving a survey of the physical condi¬ 
tions of the vast republic, a concise account 
of its history, and a description of the polit¬ 
ical, social and commercial conditions there 
to-day; “Tramps in Dark Mongolia,” by John 
Hedley, F.R.G.S., the thrilling account of 
travels among the Mongols of Eastern Mon¬ 
golia by a missionary with a taste for geogra¬ 
phy and a love of adventure; a new and 
cheaper edition of “Madame De Montespan 
and Louis xivth,” by H. Noel Williams, au¬ 
thor of “Madame Recamier and Her Friends,” 
“Madame de Pompadour ” etc.; and “The 
True Chatterton,” by John H. Ingram, a new 
study from original documents.
